The show ranges from the aspirational 
to the doable. 


I'm fortunate to see the islands from every angle and 
view: from the air, from the water, and also filming on 
foot. The appeal for me is the privacy and the wonderful 
water views. When looking for an island to buy, your 
environment is what you need to consider first of all 
- what's around you, the weather conditions. Also, 
transport. How easy is it to get to and from the island 
with supplies? 


Georgian Bay, Ontario is probably the most beautiful 
place that l've been and it was one of the first places 
we went. It really left an impact on me. It has all the 
seasons. You're able to swim there in the summertime, 
the water's really warm, and then the water freezes over 
in winter. It's also easily accessible so you could get to 
your island every week or two. We stayed on Chris's 
island there, had a great meal and sat on the deck and 
looked at the stars reflected on the water. Sleeping is so 
peaceful because there's nothing around. 


The question people always ask me is, "How do these 
people afford this?" And | just say, “It’s not always out of 
reach. Mostly they just work hard and they make good 
financial decisions. There are small affordable islands all 
over." 


But | can't make a decision on my own island yet, 
because we've got so many more islands to see for the 
show.

amuel de Champlain, the first European explorer to paddle 
wa Bay, called it “la mer douce," meaning "the calm 
sea." This large bay of Lake Huron, an area containing 30,000 
islands, also was once a major trade route in the Great Lakes for 
the native Algonquian and Huron peoples. Because of its size — 120 
miles long and 70 miles wide - locals often call Georgian Bay "the 
sixth Great Lake." 


Two hours north of Toronto by car, near the vibrant Georgian Bay 
community of Cognashene, Arthur Island rises from smooth glacial- 
formed granite into a green swath of eastern white pines, native 
foliage, rock gardens, and beckoning pathways. The centerpiece 
of the 3.5-acre property is a custom two-story cottage with 3,600 
square feet of getaway luxury, spaciousness, and serenity. 


The four-bedroom, four-bath summer home is more treehouse retreat 
than land-based home, says Moffat Dunlap sales representative 
Peter Cooper. *Most of the main living area for the owners is on 
the second floor, up with the trees and the sky, overlooking the 
water,” he says.

As Ontario's population is projected to soar another 3.7 million in the 
next 20 years, it'S more important than ever to present landowners 
with options to help preserve these unique habitats for current and 
future generations. Additionally, a gift or easement can provide tax 
benefits.

"People's hearts and souls are wrapped up in this coast because 
it hasn't been paved over," says GBLT's executive director, Bill 
Lougheed, whose family has been cottaging in the region since 
1898. Along with a small staff and a dedicated team of volunteers, 
Lougheed spreads the message that landowners can make a choice 
that benefits their personal investment and the environment. 


Those interested in donating land as a certified ecological gift benefit 
from elimination of capital gains tax; but for many, an easement is 
a way to retain ownership of property while preserving its natural 


state. This legal agreement permanently limits use of the land to 
conserve natural or cultural features. From a financial perspective, 
29 percent of the easement's valuation is tax-deductible and may be 
amortized over a period up to 10 years. American owners can also 
take advantage of the tax incentives. GBLT helped facilitate the first 
cross-border agreement in 2013 and is currently in negotiations to 
protect the special habitats, marshes, and old growth white pine on 
a 65-acre private island.

| one a warm summer night. Fresh breezes waft across the 


resort community of Lake Mahopac, New York. The creaking of 
cicadas and warbling of house finches fills the air. And you have the 
best seat in the neighborhood to take it all in: the cantilevered deck 
of a Frank Lloyd Wright-designed house in the middle of the tranquil 
lake. This is Petra (Petre) Island, home to not one but two houses 
designed by Wright, one of America's most esteemed architects. 


The 1,200-square-foot cottage and the 5,000-square-foot main 
residence are almost adjoining, separated by only 150 feet. There 


are seven bedrooms between the two, which sleep about 13 people, 
according to owner Joseph Massaro, who has lived there for more 
than 20 years. The original Wright cottage was built for engineer A.K. 
Chahroudi in 1949. When Massaro bought the island in 1996, he 
received the Wright drawings for the main house, and commissioned 
architect Thomas A. Heinz to complete the unfinished designs. The 
construction took place from 2003 to 2007, with contemporary 
updating, such as radiant floor heating, air-conditioning, ductwork, 
heat pumps, and a generator.

“Its one of the most relaxing places you 
would ever want," says Massaro, a retired 
sheet metal contractor, proudly. Massaro took 
great care to make sure that Wright's vision 
for the main house - which Wright predicted 
would surpass his magnificently designed 
Fallingwater in Western Pennsylvania — would 
be followed down to the mahogany built-in 
furnishings. These intricate Wright-inspired 
details include the kitchen cabinets, bedroom 
bureaus, and library bookshelves. One of the 
built-ins even accommodates Massaro’s 70- 
inch TV as if it were designed for today’s flashy 
flat screens. “When the sun comes in, it never 
shines on the TV,” says Massaro, laughing, and 
acknowledging that Wright probably planned it 
as a movie viewing room and was skilled enough 
to avoid the sun's rays in the design. "What a 
genius this guy was. When you're by yourself 
[in the house] you notice all of the special little 
touches." 


Much like the waterfalls of Fallingwater, the 
Massaro house is built into the landscape 
with an outcropping of granite traversing the 
length of the house from the entranceway 
through the kitchen, bedrooms, the shower in a 
bathroom, and back out to the lake, to produce 
an impressive natural landscape. It’s even 
more impressive when you realize the rock is 
probably "half a billion years old," according to 
Massaro. The house also boasts six fireplaces 
and 15-foot ceilings, which are unusual in 
a Wright-designed house. Other special 
architectural touches inside and out include a 
reflecting pond and scads of skylights. 


The 11-acre, heart-shaped island, which is 
50 miles from New York City, is wooded but 
complete with trails. The island's hills rise 
about 100 feet off the lake. There is a helicopter 
pad for a 15-minute commute from the heart of 
the city, but it's only five minutes by boat from 
the closest village of Lake Mahopac. The island 
is very manageable, according to Massaro, 
who has done all of his own maintenance of 
the land. 


But even though Massaro is retiring full-time to 
Florida, he has mixed emotions about leaving 
this rural New York masterpiece. "There's 
nothing like waking up in a Frank Lloyd Wright 
house," he says, recalling the beautiful breezes 
which course through the home. “It’s an 
amazing feeling. | have many happy memories 
there. | will definitely miss it."

WALKER'S CAY, BAHAMAS

WALKER'S CAY 


Ws Cay is a place where legends 
of rod and reel are made, and the 


stories of their epic battles are shared around 
the globe. Over the past 50 years, some of 
the best fishing boats in the business have 
dropped anchor off its shores and departed 
with record-setting catches. 


Blue marlin, sailfish, tuna, and mahi-mahi 
cruise the Atlantic depths only a short boat ride 
from the island's north side at the Mantanilla 
Shoal drop-off. The winter months are a 
particularly good time for landing wahoo of the 
100-pound variety. With these fertile fishing 
grounds come high-profile area tournaments, 
including the Bahamas Billfish Tournament 
established in 1973. A string of smaller islands 
stretch to the southeast, offering up shallow 
flats with abundant permit and bonefish and 
little competition from other fishermen. 


Positioned at the top of the Bahamas, Walker's 
Cay has the strategic advantage of being the 
first stop-off for boats making a northern 
arrival into the 120-mile Abaco Islands chain. 
The next owner of Walker's Cay will not only 
claim a 58-acre freehold private island with 
a 2,800-foot airstrip, state-of-the-art electric 
generating facility, and a marina, but also a 
destination with a longtime reputation as a 
prime layover for anglers and yacht captains. It 
was even a getaway for U.S. President Richard 
Nixon back in the 1960s and 1970s. 


While the lure for fishing enthusiasts is evident, 
there is far more to this Bahamian beauty. The 
Walker's Cay marine area became part of 
the country's national park system in 2002 in 
the government's effort to better protect the 
region's diverse ecosystems. Scuba diving is 
first-rate, with abundant coral-rich sites that 
are no more than 60 feet deep and filled with 
safe swim-through grottoes. The island was 
previously famous for its controlled dives with 
the local population of reef sharks. Like its 
Abaco siblings, Walker's Cay also has slices of 
white-sand beach popping against its emerald 
shallows. 


Development approvals are already in place 
on the island for a second marina, a hotel 


and retail space, more than 100 residential 


units, and beach and yacht clubs - everything 
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required to transform Walker's Cay into a retreat 
to match its former renown. This is the kind 
of spot where the diehard have already cast 
their lines before the first rays of sun touch the 
deep-blue Atlantic, and then long to settle into 
a relaxed bar or restaurant to unwind over the 
catch of the day as a glorious sunset turns the 
Sky to fire. A place where well-heeled guests 
land their private jets on the island's airstrip and 
amiably share rumrunners next to a local fishing 
charter crew. 


From Walker's Cay, it's easy cruising through 
the North Abacos. Lively, amenity-filled Marsh 
Harbour and an international airport are located 
on nearby Great Abaco Island, which serves as 
the "mainland" of the chain. The white sands 
of Treasure Cay are ranked among the best in 
the world, and there is well-preserved colonial 
architecture bedecked in island pastels on 
Elbow Cay and Green Turtle Cay. 


The proximity of Walker's Cay to the United 
States - it's only about 100 miles from Florida's 
St. Lucie Inlet - makes this USD 18 million 
investment even more desirable.
